Storer. deascrincs 
the Rodseveltt she knew when the fa'nili¢s 
Were at peace..

SIR WILFRID ON RECIPROCITY. 

The Liberals of Quebec, who have 
just enlarged their majority in the re- 
eent provincial election, tendered a 
testimonial banquet on Wednesday to 
the greatest Liberal leader the party 
has ever had. ‘Sir Wirrm Lavurme 
made the Occasion one for the discus- 
sion of the defeat of his party on an 
issue upon which victory had been con- 
fidently pected. The marvel of that 
defeat has scarcely ceabed, for, as the 
ex-Premieér said, the Liberals and Con- 
servatives were not opponents on reci- 
procity with the United States. For 
forty years it had been on the Con- 
servative platform, and they rejected 
it only when the Liberals also favored 
it. -The reason for the rejection does 
not lie in any argument rem reci- 
procity. Said Sir Wiurrip: J 

I need not tell you that on the Con- 
servative side froth and fury took the 
place of argument and) reason, and 
that they represented reciprocity as 
the first step toward annexation and 
that the contest was represented as 
one between the British and the 
American flags for supremacy in Can- 
ada. So far as such tactics were con- 
cerned I stand to-day as I stood then, 
and I say that all such appeals to 
passion and prejudice are unworthy 
of serious men. Bven at this day 
it ig asserted that if we sell our nat- 
ural products to the United States 
We shall, as a consequence, sell them 
our netionality. I say to-day that. if 
such .an argument could state Bor- 
DEN, Fostmr, or Mowx, it conld not 

scare me or any Canadian worthy of 
the name. 

This is the plain truth. When the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement was 
announced it was thought that it was 
sure of success in Canada and doubt- 
ful in the United States. . The reason 


|} was that thé concessions to Canada 


were so generous that there wag dan- 
ger of the Dominion being hypnotized 
(in thie phrase of that time) and of the 
treaty being defeated in Congress be- 
cause so much had been surrendered. 
It was then said that Canada would 
ratify the agreement and leave it as a 
permanent offer available at the pleas- 
ure of the United States.

“This must be the explanation of the 
stand Sir Wi-rrip takes on the Taft- 
Roosevelt “adjunct” correspondence. 
‘That correspondence was private, and 
not published until after the Canadian 
election, which, therefore, could not 
Thave been influericed by what was un- 
known. Yet Sir Witrrip demeans 
himself “to hint that President Tart 
Was a conspirator. He does himself 
less than justice. The President could 
not. have conspired without ‘the con- 
nivance of the Premier, and the agree- 
ment is the highest evidence that the 
Dominion Premier did not betray his 
trust, The entire course of the cam- 
paign on this side the border consisted of 
wonder and ridicule at the Canadians’ 
idea that we were coveting them and 
their possessions. The good. faith. of 
this -position appears from the fact 
that it was disclaimed ever? in this 
private correspondence, and the dis- 
claimer was repeated» in London on 
Mr. Rooseve.t’s authority. President 
TarF?’s motives were as good as Sir 
Winrr’s, and it fs not worthy of him 
to suggest that our Chief Magistrate 
adopted a cry of the jingoes. 

Sir Witrrem knows better, and dis- 
closed his perfect understanding of the 
situation In another passage: 

It is an open secret that during the 
heat of the contest, when every herve 
was strained to win, the especial in- 

terests in the United States joined 
hands with those in Canada to defeat 
réciprocity, and. sang lustily “God 
Save the King” while they whispered 
to each other, “God save our monop- 
olles and trusts." 

That is the milk in the cocoanut. Dis- 
loyalty to the ultimate consumers in 
the interest of the protected special 
privileges explains the opposition to 
reciprocity. That is the reason why 
the campaign against reciprocity failed 
to settle the matter. The merits. were 
left just what they were, and they were 
and are good enough to carry Canada 
whenever they can be placed before the 
people without any “adjunct” non- 
sense. « Last week five by-elections 
were carried in Alberta by the friends 
of reciprocity. There is no other sin- 
gié issue in Canada so commanding. 
The cry of loyalty itself does not unite 
the Dominion, as is shown by the tha- 
bility to unite on any policy regarding 
Canada’s contribution to imperial de- 
fense. “When there are dissensions in 
the Dominion regarding the propor- 
tions of the British preference it is 
preposterous to say that there can be 
any permanent success in @ campaign 
for the limitation. of trade with the 
United States. Canada has tried every 
variety of trade treaty, and the uni- 
form experience is that no restrictions 
which the people will tolerate will pre- 
vent trading where there is profit. The 
idea that trade is treason applies only 
to the United States. And the English 
opposition suggests the. idea to Can- 
ada, although fngedom of trade is the 
unshakable principle of British poli- 
tics. There can be no long life for any 
party whose success is based on 
humbug.

WHAT ARE WE FIGHTING FOR? 

“This campaign has been a fight by 
the rank and file against. the bosses,” 
says Mr. Roosfvaxt in hig Outlook edi- 
torial article this week. If that state- 
ment is true, the condition of the Re- 
publican Party is shocking. Mr. 
Rooseve.t is fighting Mr, Tart ag the 
representative of boss domination, but 
since Mr. Tart has more than half the 
delegates pledged or instructed or 
favorable to his: nomination it would 
appear that more than half the party 
is enrolled in defense of the bosses.

Mr. Roos#ve.t, the mighty champion 
of the people against the bosses, has 
secured, roughly speaking, only about 
one-quarter of the Republican vote, in 
several States less than one-quarter, 
Another. quarter has registered itself 
at the polls directly against him, while 
half, by staying away .from the pri- 
maries altogether, has indicated its ac- 
quiescence in the control of the party 
by the bosses. 

Weprefer to believe that Mr. Roosze- 
veut does not know what he is taiking 
ahout. It has not been a fight against 
the bosses, it has been a fight for..the 
personal advaticement of TxHrenornn 
Rooseve.t against President Tarr, 
and the fighters have been that part 
of the people who have been awakened 
and inspired. by Mr. Roossvats’s 
“ eorking” campaign.

The 
idea of « lahgr union of waiters, how- 
ever, does ‘not commend itself to the 
public. The waiters, also; have injured 
their own case somewhat by. timing 
their strikes so as to inflict the great- 
est. possible annoyance and discomfort 
upon the guests of the hotels. It ig 
well to say, too, that the tipping sys- 
tem is not popular, though it is recog- 
nized by the people generally as.a 
necessary evil, by the hotel proprietors 
@8 a source of large profit to them, as 
it enables them to pay “their waiters 
either very small wages or none at.all, 
and by the waiters as their chief means 
of support. 

Suppose the peoplé who pay so liber- 
ally for the upkeep of the smart hotels 
and restaurants now affected by the 
withdrawal into idleness and conspir- 
acy of many hundreds of workers 
should strike themselves, and organize 
& combination (which would be quite 
as legal as any combination of em- 
ployés) to abolish the giving of tips? 
Now would be-as good a time as any 
for svch a movement. The hotel men 
would then be compelled to pay “ liv- 
ing wages.” . Would any wages they 
could afford to pay satisfy their 
waiters? 

There is no doubt that the waiters 
have been shamefully underpaid in 
most of the hotels, badly fed in many 
of them, badly quartered, compelled to 
dress in ill-ventilated rooms, and fre- 
quently compelled to give-up a large 
share of-their tips if not directly to the 
hotel at least to “ captains” and head- 
waiters, There is no doubt of these 
abuses, because so many of the hotél 
managers have been eager to promise 
more pay, better food, better treatment 
generally. It is to their credit that 
they have admitted the existence of 
the evils and promised to remove them. 
It.is to their discredit, however, that 
they permitted the abuses, until the 
threat of pecuniary loss compelled them 
to recognize the need of: changes; that 
to their own short-sightedness and 
greed the strike is directly due. 

Conditions thus in some measure 
justifying the strike, it is only fair to 
admit that it would have bean impossi- 
ble without organization. The union 
has made the protest of the waiters 
effective. The natural. result-is that 
tthe waiters. demand the continuance 
of the unfon and recognition of its au- 
thority. In this crisis we fancy that 
the larger measure of’ public sympathy 
is with the employers. Thus far they 
have stood firmly in théir refusal to 
recognize the union. Two.ways out of 
the difficulty have been discussed. One 
is the employment of women as wait- 
ers. Cleanly, competent. worien wait- 
ers would be very difficult to'obtain in 
New York in large numbérs. The other 
is the employment of colored iabor. 
Three New York clubs of the first class 
employ only. colored. waiters, and their 
seryice is accounted éatisfactory. The 
importation of colored waiters from the 
South, from Washington, Baltimore, 
and Hot Springs, is only a temporary 
expedient, and it’may lead to trow- 
ble. Nevertheless, the stand of the ho- 
tel men against the recognition of the 
union is intelligible. If the waitérs are 
sure of fair wages and good food they 
would do. well to disband their union 
and get back to work. The tips, we 
fear, will then be forthcoming im the 
old reckless manner, and a waiter who 
is in a way to get tips is better off 
without a union than he possibly could 
be under union rule without tips. And 
this public must,do something to pro- 
tect itself sooner or later.

Did Hawthorne Prophesy it

The 
Chuteh, he said, had always stood for 
the betterment of ‘women, as early as the 


j fourteenth ‘century women had voted on 


equal terms with men, and there is noth- 
ing unwomaniy or immodest in it now. 
Any one reading opposition to the fran- 
chise for women in the doctrines of the 
Church, he declared, is not well informed 
in regard to them. ‘ 

The sermon aroused much interest 
among suffrage workers on account of 
the action of Father Matthew A. Taylor 
of the Church of the Blessed Sacrament, 
Seventy-first Street and Broadway, who 
dismissed a young woman teacher—Miss 


‘Aimée Hutchindon—from: his parochial 


school because, .not knowing that he 
would object, she. marched in the big 
suffrage parade of May 4. 

Father McMahon said that it was the 
enemies of the Church who were-saying 
that it was against anything that was for 
the elevation of women and the staté- 
Ment that the suffrage movement was 
objected to by the Church because it 
would take women from urider the in- 
fluence of/the priests was a calumny. 

“A church which holds before the eyes 
of men and women a woman, the Virgin 
Mary, as the most perfect example of 
human nature cannot believe in degrading 
and énslaving womeh,”’ he declared. ‘‘ We 
@raw upon ourselves such calumny by 
not having a clear knowledge of our 
own standing: 

“ St. Paul, indeed, said, ‘ Let the women

advanced very far, liquidation was being | 


forced in several parts of the list and- 
when, after.a period of dullness, the pres- 
sure on the market was again renewed 
in the afternoon,’ the downward move- 
ment became so general that at the close 
there were very few stocks which had 
escaped net losses.. Neither the liquida- 
tion nor the bear selling was’ on’an- unu- 
sually large scale, but the losses which 
prices suffered amounted to something 
more.than an ordinary. reaction. — nye 

It was not the specific news of the day 
which was responsible’ for the downward 
movement or, at least not responsible for 
its inception, although the weakness may 
have béen, increased in the afternoon by 
the move which was. made in the courts 
to subject subsidiary companies of the re- 
eently dissolved Tobacco Trust to some- 
what the same scrutiny which is ‘being 
applied in the Waters-Pierce case to the 
Standard Oil Company. This at most, 
however, was but an incident of the sell- 
ing, and the stocks most directly. con- 
cerned were little affected=by this news. 
What really was under way was an>un- 
doing’ of ..the ‘advance in = prices 
recently brought about by ‘the active 
manipulation in which certain groups of 
traders: engaged and-in. which they..were 
not supported by....conservative market 
sentiment. The fact that such heavy dé- 
elines as those recorded yesterday, fol- 
lowing the losses recorded during the pre- 
vious session, resulted from sales which 
represented an aggregaté of little more 
than 600,000 shares, indicates that the 
market ha@ moved into a somewhat hol- 
low position in which underlying support 
was very light. It was just such a situa- 
tion as made possible the success of the 
bear movement which has been - directed 
against the market these‘last few days. 
From this point of view it was not s0 
much yesterday’s decline which called for 
an explanation as.it was the previous rise 
in prices, particularly in the issues identi- 
fied with thé group whose operations 
have been most. conspicuous. 

Except as a broad underlying factor af- 
feeting the attitude toward the market 
of those. who cannot very easily alter 
their: views regarding the seriousness of 
some of the political proposals: of the 
day, it is hardly necessary in a discus- 
sion. of yesterday’s market to refer at 
all to the political situation. It is true 
that it was considerably discussed, - but 
not as an immediate explanation of the 
day’s movement of prices. Indeed, it is 
coming.more and more the fashion in the 
financial district at the moment to turn 


what it lately regarded as a dangerous 
possibility -into a positively favorable 
factor. At least in the lighter argument 
of the Street one now finds many refer- 
ences to the favorable developments in 
t to business and finaneia! matters 
which would follow the success of the 
most radical candidate:.who-has aspired 
to the~Presidency. This suit, and that 
suit, are to be withdrawn, the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission is to change its 
attitude toward advances in freight rates 
and the railroads allowed to put up their 
charges, and there is to proceed from the 
White House utterances which will uni- 
formly ¢hcourage industry and commerce. 
This, and much more, can be heard by 
way of argument that what many people 
in Wall Street have come to. regard as 
inevitable .should work mot to the disad- 
vantage, as was revently felt, but to the 
gteat.advantage of the finance and 
business of the country. Such a complete 
change must command fhe attention of 
even those -who have not shared the feel- 
ing of uneasiness with which. so many 
have -regarded the progress of popula 
approval of radicalism. Only the futu 
can make perfectly plain to all, the ade- 
quacy or the inadequacy of the assump- 
tions. upon- which ts based the view that 
all we have todo to assure a conser- 
vative administratidn of the Govern- 
ment, one which will be helpful and not 
harmful to business, is to put the leader 
of radicalism into the Presidential air. 
Meanwhile, however, the drift of a good 
deal of the current discussion in the fi- 
nencial district is to make a favorable 
argument’ out of the success which has 
been attending Mr. Roosevelt’s campaign. 
It was at least interesting_ that .prices 
acted as they did on a day when so many 
phases of this argument were heard
